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Chairman Monks called the meeting to order at 9:03 a.m.
Rep. Ehlers presented RS 30084 and H 6 on tax conformity. He reviewed the

same presentation he gave on the same topic as was given earlier in the week, due
to a language discrepancy in H 6, and to allow public testimony.

Ken McClure, Attorney, CBA Society, spoke in support of the legislation to
conform to the IRS federal tax limitations.

Tom Shaner, Idaho State Tax Commission, spoke in support of the legislation,
as the previously presented legislation was lacking the proper text of the language
needed in the bill.

In response to committee questions, Mr. Shaner explained tax conformity would
assist Idaho taxpayers with the maximum tax benefits on their returns, assist in
maximum deductions for non-corporate businesses, as well as continue to benefit
multiple tax-free retirement programs.

Rep. Ehlers requested the committee hold H 6 and introduce RS 30084.

Rep. Shepherd made a motion to HOLD H 6 in committee. Motion carried by
voice vote.

Rep. Raymond made a motion to introduce RS 30084 and recommend it be sent
directly to the second reading calendar. Motion carried by voice vote.

Rep. Ehlers will sponsor the bill on the floor.

There being no further business to come before the committee, the meeting
adjourned at 9:23 a.m.
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
